Mercury Drops Rapidly In

W hipped by a 30-mile northw est 
wind, the m ercury w ent to 33 de­ 
grees below zero in M innesota. One 
d e a th from freezing was reported 
in St. Paul and another in M inne­ 
apolis.

In Chicago the therm om eter reg­ 
istered a n official seven degrees be­ 
low zero a t 9 a. m. 
The worst was 
yet to come. 
Forecaster J. R. Lloyd 
predicted to n ig h t’s cold wave will 
establish a near record, forcing the 
m ercury to 18 to 20 below zero.

but maybe it was overly h arsh to 
call them “falsifications”.

UNPRECEDENTED 
T he bitterness w ith which Glass 
and Connally denounced Nye was 
som ething alm ost unprecedented in 
th e senate's history, but the lac t is 
th a t D em ocrats of the W ilsonian 
school are rath er angrier a t Senator 
B ennett C ham p Clark th an a t the 
N orth Dakotan. 
For Clark who defeated the latter, 
him self is a D em ocrat. 
They can assert th a t Nye, a R e­ 
publican, 
is 
actuated by p artisan 
m alice, 
but 
such 
an 
accusation 
doesn’t fit In C lark’s case. W hat the 
W ilsonlans do argue, am ong th em ­ 
selves, Is th a t Clark is willing to see 
W ilson’s m em ory “sm eared” because 
th e w artim e chief executive defeated 
his father, th e late Speaker Cham p 
C lark, for th e D em ocratic presiden- 
ial nom ination.

INDEBTED TO CLARKE 
T he tru th is th a t Nye is greatly 
Indebted to Clark, his fellow com ­ 


m ittee m ember, for his support d u r­ 
ing the assualt on him by Glass and 
Connally. 
The D akotan is one of the best 
investigators who ever sat in con­ 
gress, but he is not very well able 
to take care of him self in a free-for- 
all, being too mild of voice and m an ­ 
ner. Clark, on the opposite hand. Is 
an extrem ely com petent fighter. 
It may seem queer th a t as gentle 
an individual as Nye should be an 
efficient inquisitor, but th e D akota 
statesm an 
doesn’t 
bully 
his w it­ 
nesses. 
Senator Hugo Black, for example, 
as chairm an of the senatorial lobby 
investigating com m ittee, is more like 
a prosecutor. 
Nye is the antithesis 
of th is type. 
Nevertheless, he gets 
w hat he goes after.

A NEW SPAPER MAN 
W hat m akes Nye so form idable 
perhaps is due to the fact th a t he 
isn’t a lawyer, but a newspaper m an. 
Illustratively, 
the 
late 
Senator 
Tom W alsh had a great reputation 
for his inquisitorial successes, as in 
the Teapot Dome inquiry, and it is 
true th a t he was exceptionally able, 
but his legal training m ade him 
verv respectful of th e rules of evi­ 
dence. 
A pparently he would rath er 
do w ithout inform ation he desired 
th an obtain it through any disre­ 
gard of all lawyerly technicalities. 
Nye has no such com punctions. 
The th in g he w ants is his “story”, 
and he doesn’t care how he gets it. 
He was a com m ittee m ember, by 
the way, under W alsh’s ch airm an ­ 
ship. during the Teapot Dome probe, 
and kept th e M ontan.. law m aker in 
a constant state of irritation by the 
questions he kept asking. Answers 
to them frequently would have been 
enlightening, but, as W alsh told me 
a t the tim e, a lot of them were 
“im proper”.

M ISTAKE OF DEMOCRATS 
W here th e D em ocratic 
m ajority 
m ade its capital m istake, of course, 
was in letting th e D akotan have the 
chairm anship of the m unitions quiz. 
It isn’t custom ary for the con­ 
gressional group in power to give 
chairm anships to m em bers of the 
m inority party, but Nye began the 
investigation. 
The m ajority d idn’t 
realize the sensation he would create 
by it, so they perm itted him to take 
the principal p a rt in running it. 
They m ight have foreseen th a t he 
would cause trouble.

Rochelle, 111. 
“I am only interested in solving j 
this 60-vear-old m ystery,” Blair as- ; 
serted. “I have no intention of seek- | 
ing to share in a tru st fund of a 
half million dollars which was es- j 
tablished for the Ross children by > 
their parents. I am rath er advanced 
in years now and have sufficient 
money for myself. But I would like 
to have my nam e changed and es­ 
tablish m y true parentage.”

Blame Prohibition Repeal 
For Increased Popula­ 
tion In Prisons 


(international News Service) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Prohi­ 
bition repeal has caused a “surpris­ 
e s ’ rise m the federal prison pop­ 
ulation, according to testimony San­ 
ford Bates, prison bureau director, 
made before the house appropria­ 
tions committee and made public to­ 
day. 
The number of prisoners in fed­ 
eral prisons at this time last year 
V'as 13.426 while at the present time 
there are 15.574. 
“I think the principal cause tor 
the increase is the large number of 
convictions for internal revenue law 
violations.” Bates said. 
"Up to the time of prohibition we 
had an average of less than 200 per­ 
sons in prison for revenue law vio­ 
lations. With the advent of prohi­ 
bition ve went to the high-water 
mark of 4.833 commitments in a 
year to the federal institutions. 
Increases Noted. 
“When we repealed prohibition we 
expected we would be considerably 
relieved in our prison population 
and for a time we got some reduc 
tion. 
“But if you notice the figure for 
the year ending June 30, 1935, you 
will aee we had 4.581 persons com­ 
mits d ior these violations, which is 
practically ns many as we had dur­ 
ing tlie time of prohibition.” 
Increases during the past year 
were also noted in counterfeiting, 
interstate commerce act violations, 
motor thefts, sale of illegal nar­ 
cotics, and offense against the postal 
laws.
